ent arrangem ent, they are on duty 
tw enty-four hours a day, with one 
day a week off. 
According to the 
provisions of the measure, the fire­ 
men would have b een sub ject to call 
at any time in ease of an emergency, 
even though it were not their shift 
on duty.
